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KEITH  LOCKHART,  Conduct* 
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Keith  Lockhart 


In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  found- 
ing in  1885.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds  both  the  Julian  and 
Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor’s  Chair  and  the 
Germeshausen  Family  Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Concerts  Conductor’s  Chair.  In  his  first  season  as 
Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Keith  Lockhart  led  more 
than  forty  concerts,  at  Symphony  Hall,  at  the  Hatch 
Shell  on  the  Charles  River  Esplanade  (including  the 
Fourth  of  July  concert  for  a crowd  of  325,000,  televised  nationally 
on  the  Arts  & Entertainment  network),  at  Tanglewood  and  Great  Woods,  and  on  a 
nine-city  national  tour  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra.  In  addition,  he 
made  three  television  shows  for  the  PBS  series  “Evening  at  Pops,”  and  led  members  of 
the  Boston  Pops  during  the  opening  celebration  of  Boston’s  new  sports  arena,  the 
FleetCenter.  In  December  1995  Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 
on  a five-city  holiday  tour  to  the  west  coast  and  made  a holiday  television  show  with 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  The  following  month  he  was  the  featured  speaker  at  the 
National  Press  Club  in  Washington,  D.C.  Recently  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate 
from  the  Boston  Conservatory,  he  will  lead  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on 
a two-week  national  tour  in  July. 


Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  in  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies 
with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven  and  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in 
Greenville,  South  Carolina,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  In  Pittsburgh 
he  served  as  Director  of  Orchestral  Activities  at  Carnegie-Mellon  and  Conductor  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Civic  Orchestra.  In  1988,  while  retaining  those  posts,  he  accepted  an 
appointment  as  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Akron  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Conductor 
of  the  Akron  Youth  Symphony.  In  1989  Mr.  Lockhart  became  one  of  two  Conducting 
Fellows  of  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  Institute.  The  following  year,  he  moved  to 
Cincinnati  as  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra.  Beginning 
with  the  1992-93  season,  Keith  Lockhart  served  as  Associate  Conductor  of  both  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras,  while  also  becoming  Music 
Director  of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber  Orchestra.  He  studied  piano  with  John  Noel 
Roberts,  Gwendolyn  Stevens,  and  Maria-Regina  Seidlhofer  of  the  Vienna  Hochschule. 
His  training  as  a conductor  includes  study  with  Istvan  Jaray,  Otto-Werner  Mueller, 
Harold  Farberman,  and  Werner  Torkanowsky. 


Mr.  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  recently  signed  an  exclusive  recording  con- 
tract with  RCA  Victor,  the  orchestra’s  original  recording  label,  for  which  Arthur  Fiedler 
made  many  hit  recordings.  In  1992  Mr.  Lockhart  made  his  commercial  recording  debut 
as  the  conductor  of  Christmas  Songs,  a Telarc  release  with  Mel  Torme  accompanied  by 
the  Cincinnati  Sinfonietta.  Mr.  Lockhart  also  has  served  as  conductor  for  a tour  by  vocal- 
ist Mandy  Patinkin.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  Chicago  Symphony 
Orchestra,  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  the  Toronto  Symphony,  the  Indianapolis  Sym- 
phony, the  Vermont  Symphony,  the  Eugene  Symphony,  the  Long  Island  Philharmonic, 
and  the  Orquesta  Sinfonica  de  Tucuman  (Argentina).  He  is  currently  conductor  of  the 
Naples  (Florida)  Philharmonic.  He  made  his  Boston  Pops  debut  in  June  1993. 

With  his  appointment  to  the  position  of  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Keith  Lockhart  suc- 
ceeds John  Williams,  who  held  that  position  from  1980  to  1993.  Named  Boston  Pops 
Conductor  at  age  35,  Mr.  Lockhart  is  only  the  third  conductor  to  lead  the  orchestra 
since  1930,  when  Arthur  Fiedler,  who  was  himself  35,  began  his  tenure. 
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Harry  Ellis  Dickson 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate 
of  the  Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conductor  Laureate 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts, 
and  music  director  of  the  Boston  Classical  Orchestra. 
He  retired  in  1987  from  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra’s first  violin  section.  A native  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  he  graduated  from  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music  and  studied  violin  with  Carl 
Llesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship  student  at 
Berlin’s  Hochschule  fur  Musik.  Later  he  studied  conducting  with 
Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzky. 


Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many 
orchestras  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Israel,  and  Ireland.  In  July  1994  he 
was  invited  to  conduct  the  San  Lrancisco  Symphony  in  three  Pops  concerts,  including 
the  opening  concert  of  the  Pops  season  in  Davies  Hall.  Outside  the  United  States,  he 
led  four  highly  successful  holiday  programs  with  the  Ulster  Orchestra  in  Belfast  and 
Londonderry,  Ireland,  during  the  1993  holiday  season;  in  October  1995  he  conducted 
a Pops  concert  at  the  American  College  of  Greece  in  Athens.  In  addition,  he  conducts 
many  Boston  Pops  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  on  the  Esplanade,  and  in  other  areas 
of  New  England. 


The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the 
Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  Lrench  government.  He  has  been  honored  by  the 
National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor 
and  professional  association  in  education.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Line  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community 
School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  in  the  Roland  Hayes  Division  of  Music  at  Madison  Park 
High  School.  In  November  1991  the  city  of  Boston,  in  collaboration  with  the  Boston 
Penway  Group  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  dedicated  “Harry  Ellis  Dick- 
son Park”  near  Symphony  Hall.  Mr.  Dickson  holds  honorary  degrees  from  many  local 
colleges  and  universities,  and  from  the  American  College  of  Greece. 


Renowned  as  a raconteur,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  delighted  audiences  with  his  per- 
sonal recollections  of  many  of  the  world’s  greatest  artists  and  with  his  informal  and 
witty  anecdotes  about  life  “behind  the  scenes”  at  Symphony  Hall.  He  has  incorporated 
many  of  these  recollections  into  his  books.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  Arthur 
Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  an  autobiography  entitled  Beating  Time,  A Musi- 
cian's Memoir,  published  in  spring  1995.  In  addition,  he  furthered  the  part-time  con- 
ducting career  of  his  close  friend,  the  late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Through  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra Youth  Concerts,  which  he  founded  in  1959  and  which  have  been  the  model 
for  such  concerts  across  the  country,  Mr.  Dickson  has  built  bridges  between  the  stage 
of  Symphony  Hall  and  the  wider  world. 
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The  Boston  Pops 


In  1881,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  wrote 
of  his  wish  to  present  in  Boston  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The  first  Boston 
Pops  concert,  on  July  11,  1885,  represented  the  fulfillment  of  his  dream.  Called  the 
“Promenade  Concerts”  until  1900,  they  combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the 
musical  theater,  and  an  occasional  novelty  number.  Allowing  for  some  changes  of  taste 
over  the  course  of  a century,  the  early  programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops 
programs  of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the  principal  play- 
ers, who  tour  during  the  Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players),  and 
by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of  other  Boston-based  musicians. 
Both  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  represent 
the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White 
House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial;  John  Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on 
tours  of  Japan  in  June  1990  and  June  1993.  The  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has 
made  six  tours  of  United  States  summer  festivals  and  in  November  1987  visited  Japan 
with  Mr.  Williams.  Later  this  month,  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  BPEO  will  make  their 
second  tour  of  United  States  summer  festivals. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  first 
who  was  American-born.  One  of  Fiedler’s  great  dreams  was  to  establish  a series  of  free 
outdoor  orchestral  concerts  for  the  people  of  Boston.  In  1929,  this  dream  became  a 
reality  when  he  organized  the  first  Espanade  Concerts,  which  took  place  on  the  banks 
of  the  Charles  River.  Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually  absorbed  by  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  organization. 

Following  the  death  of  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1979,  the  Boston  Foundation  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  created  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Esplanade  Concerts  Fund  in 
honor  of  Mr.  Fiedler  and  his  founding  in  1929  of  the  free  concerts  tradition.  Contribu- 
tions to  the  fund  came  from  hundreds  of  donors  whose  gifts  were  matched  on  a one- 
to-one  basis  by  the  foundation  until  the  fund  reached  its  goal  of  $1  million.  The  in- 
come from  this  permanent  fund,  held  in  trust  by  the  Boston  Foundation,  is  used  exclu- 
sively to  help  defray  the  costs  of  these  concerts,  and  each  year  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  designates  one  of  the  Esplanade  Concerts  “The  Arthur  Fiedler  Concert.” 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  which  so  generously  provides  the  Hatch  Shell, 
meets  a portion  of  the  security,  clean-up,  and  amplification  expenses;  however,  there 
still  remains  a substantial  deficit  that  requires  funding  on  an  annual  basis.  Audience 
members  who  wish  to  help  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  meet  these  costs  and  to 
keep  a unique  community  tradition  alive  should  send  their  contributions  (tax-deduct- 
ible as  provided  by  law)  to  the  Boston  Pops  Fund,  Symphony  Hall,  301  Massachusetts 
Avenue,  Boston,  MA  02115.

Charles  Floyd 


Conductor,  pianist,  and  composer  Charles  Floyd  began 
studying  piano  at  age  four,  gave  his  first  solo  recital  at 
age  nine,  and  by  age  twenty  had  been  heard  in  solo 
recitals  and  in  chamber  and  concerto  performances 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Spain.  Mr.  Floyd 
earned  degrees  in  piano  performance  from  the 
Conservatory  at  Oberlin  College,  the  University  of 
Louisville,  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin-Madison. 
His  teachers  have  included  pianists  Joseph  Schwartz,  Lee  Luvisi, 
Aube  Tzerko,  and  Howard  Karp.  Through  the  auspices  of  numerous  summer  fes- 
tivals and  master  classes,  he  has  also  worked  with  Jorge  Bolet,  John  Perry,  and  Mischa 
Dichter.  Mr.  Floyd  performed  frequently  with  the  Louisville  Orchestra  between  1982 
and  1984  under  the  direction  of  Robert  Bernhardt  and  Stewart  Kershaw;  he  was  also 
chosen  as  pianist  for  the  Louisville  Ballet’s  internationally  recognized  tribute  to  George 
Balanchine  during  the  1983-84  season.  Charles  Floyd  has  been  the  recipient 
of  numerous  awards  and  grants,  including  those  from  the  Aspen  Music  School,  the 
AMOCO  Corporation,  the  Columbus  Symphony  Orchestra,  Chicago’s  Louis  Sudler 
Foundation,  and  the  National  Chopin  Competition  of  New  York’s  Kosciuszko  Foun- 
dation. As  a conductor,  Mr.  Floyd  has  been  heard  in  pops  concerts  with  more  than 
500  orchestras  since  1991,  including  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  the  Atlanta,  Pitts- 
burgh, Miami,  Spokane,  Denver,  and  Hollywood  Bowl  symphony  orchestras,  and  the 
Buffalo  and  Rochester  philharmonic  orchestras.  In  January  1992  at  Carnegie  Hall  he 
conducted  a benefit  concert  for  the  Brazilian  rain  forests  featuring  artists  James  Taylor, 
Elton  John,  Sting,  and  Whoopi  Goldberg.  Mr.  Floyd’s  ten-year  musical  partnership 
with  singer  Natalie  Cole  has  earned  him  an  exclusive  musical  directorship  that  has 
included  such  projects  as  the  multiple  Grammy  award-winning  tribute  to  Nat  King 
Cole  entitled  Unforgettable,  With  Love , the  Emmy  award-winning  PBS  Great  Perfor- 
mances concert  video  of  the  same  title,  and  the  Grammy  award-winning  current 
release  entitled  Take  a Look.  Natalie  Cole  performed  Mr.  Floyd’s  adaptation  of  the 
national  anthem  at  the  opening  of  the  1994  SuperBowl  in  Atlanta.  Having  led 
acclaimed  “Gospel  Night  at  Pops”  performances  in  1994  and  1995,  Charles  Floyd  is 
making  his  third  Pops  appearance  as  conductor  this  year  and  his  debut  as  piano 
soloist,  performing  Gershwin’s  Rhapsody  in  Blue  both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  on  the 
Esplanade.  Charles  Floyd’s  compositions  include  chamber  music,  art  songs,  gospel 
music,  two  operas,  and  a work-in-progress  based  on  Dickens’  A Christmas  Carol  for 
narrator,  chorus,  and  orchestra.  His  “Four  Spirituals”  for  soprano  and  orchestra  was 
premiered  at  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  in  1995.

Boston  Pops  Gospel  Choir 


The  Boston  Pops  Gospel  Choir,  made  up  of  volunteers  from  church  choirs  in  the 
greater  Boston  area,  was  originally  brought  together  to  participate  in  the  first  “Gospel 
Night  at  Pops,”  which  took  place  on  Sunday,  June  11,  1993.  “Gospel  Night”  came 
about  as  a result  of  the  vision  and  commitment  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s 
Cultural  Diversity  Committee,  and  particularly  because  of  the  late  Vondal  M.  Taylor, 
Jr.  (1954-95),  who  was  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Cultural  Diversity  Committee  and  an 
Overseer  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  For  that  first  performance,  guest  conduc- 
tor Isaiah  Jackson  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  the  choir,  and  several 
soloists.  Alvin  Parris,  III,  arranged  much  of  the  music  performed  that  evening  and  pre- 
pared the  choir.  The  following  year  Charles  Floyd,  perhaps  best-known  for  his  work 
with  Natalie  Cole,  led  acclaimed  “Gospel  Night”  performances  both  at  Symphony 
Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade,  which  featured  his  own  arrangements.  Mr.  Floyd  returned 
to  Symphony  Hall  in  1995  for  another  successful  “Gospel  Night,”  and  this  year  shares 
the  podium  with  Keith  Lockhart  for  “Gospel  Night”  performances  at  Symphony  Hall 
and  on  the  Esplanade.  This  season  the  choir  also  joined  Patti  LaBelle  and  Edwin 
Hawkins  for  two  concerts  featuring  inspirational  music;  the  May  13th  performance 
was  taped  for  the  PBS  series  “Evening  at  Pops.” 

As  the  popularity  of  “Gospel  Night”  has  grown,  so  have  the  choir  affiliations, 
which  now  number  more  than  forty-five.  Among  these  churches  and  organizations

Jean  Louisa  Kelly  grew  up  in  a musical  family  in  central  Massachusetts  and  remembers 
attending  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts  as  a child.  At  the  age  of  fifteen, 
she  landed  the  part  of  Snow  White  in  the  Broadway  musical  Into  the  Woods.  Film 
audiences  will  remember  her  recent  performance  as  Rowena  in  Mr.  Holland’s  Opus, 
and  will  see  her  in  the  upcoming  motion  picture  The  Fantasticks.  Ms.  Kelly’s  television 
credits  include  Another  World,  Breathing  Lessons,  and  Harvest  of  Fire.  She  has  just 
completed  the  television  movie  Stolen  Women,  which  will  air  this  fall.  This  is  her  first 
Boston  Pops  appearance. 

The  Furman  Singers 

Considered  one  of  America’s  best  collegiate  choirs,  the 
Furman  Singers  is  the  oldest  of  the  choral  ensembles 
at  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 
Founded  in  1946  by  the  late  DuPre  Rhame  and 
directed  since  1970  by  Dr.  Bingham  Vick,  Jr.,  the 
group  has  established  a tradition  of  enthusiasm, 
spirit,  and  excellence  that  marks  its  highly  praised 
performances.  Each  spring  the  group  tours  the 
southeastern  United  States  and,  during  the  past 
two  decades,  it  has  made  regular  tours  of  Europe, 
performing  in  such  such  churches  and  cathedrals 
as  Notre  Dame  in  Paris,  St.  Mark’s  Basilica  in 
Venice,  St.  Stephen’s  in  Vienna,  and  St.  Martin- 
in-the-Fields  in  London.  Following  this  performance  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  the  Furman  Singers  will  depart  on  a two- 
week  tour  of  Italy.  In  1974  the  group  was  selected  to  participate  in  a three-week  visit 
to  Romania  under  the  auspices  of  Ambassadors  for  Friendship.  During  the  summer  of 
1990,  before  the  break-up  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the  Singers  visited  Moscow  and  Lenin- 
grad in  Russia;  Tallinn,  Estonia;  and  Helsinki,  Finland.  In  Moscow  they  became  the 
first  choral  group  in  nearly  a century  to  sing  inside  the  Kremlin’s  Cathedral  of  the 
Dormition.  Twice  during  the  past  decade  the  group  was  selected  by  audition  to  per- 
form for  the  national  convention  of  the  American  Choral  Directors  Association.  The 
Singers  also  perform  concerts  on  campus  throughout  the  academic  year,  some  of  which 
have  been  aired  over  public  television  and  radio.  In  addition  to  their  concert  tours,  the 
Singers  are  featured  yearly  in  two  major  works  with  orchestra.  In  recent  years,  these 
have  included  Handel’s  Messiah,  Mozart’s  Requiem,  Honegger’s  King  David,  Bach’s 
Mass  in  B Minor,  Vaughan  Williams’  Hodie,  Brahms’s  A German  Requiem,  and  Orff’s 
Carmina  burana.  In  his  twenty-sixth  year  as  director  of  the  Furman  Singers,  Bingham 
Vick,  Jr.,  also  serves  as  the  university’s  Coordinator  of  Choral  Ensembles  and  music 
director  for  the  Greenville  Chorale  and  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  past 
state  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Teachers  of  Singing  and  Southern  Divi- 
sion President  of  the  American  Choral  Directors  Association.  In  1984  he  received 
Furman’s  Meritorious  Teaching  Award. 


Koumpo 


The  group  Koumpo,  led  by  Senegalese  drummer-singer-dancer  Ibrahima,  performs 
West  African  traditional  drumming,  dancing,  and  singing.  Dressed  in  beautifully  col- 
ored costumes,  the  members  of  Koumpo  play  intricate  polyrhythms  on  talking  drums 
and  perform  the  dazzling  leaps  and  twirls  of  their  native  dance.  They  have  performed 
at  Disney’s  EPCOT  and  the  Louisiana  World  Exposition.  Master  Ibrahima  Camara  of 
Dakar,  Senegal  West  Africa,  has  roots  in  the  Malinke  and  Serrer  tribes.  He  has  been 
musical  director,  lead  drummer,  and  dancer  in  Les  Ballets  Africains  de  Diabel  Gueye 
and  also  lead  drummer  of  the  Ballet  Art  Dramatique  Nationale  of  Senegal.  He  has 
toured  throughout  the  United  States  with  Koumpo  and  performed  with  Stevie  Wonder 
on  “The  Secret  Life  of  Plants.” 


Sandy  Duncan,  Don  Correia, 
and  Guy  Stroman 

Born  and  raised  in  Texas,  Sandy  Duncan 
made  her  theatrical  debut  in  a summer  pro- 
duction of  The  King  and  I in  Dallas  at  the 
age  of  twelve.  After  a year  of  college,  she 
moved  to  New  York  to  pursue  an  enter- 
tainment career.  There  she  appeared  as 
Louise  in  Agnes  De  Mille’s  production  of  Carousel , 
followed  by  The  Music  Man,  Finian's  Rainbow,  and  Life  with 
Father.  Off-Broadway  she  appeared  in  Ceremony  of  Innocence,  which  earned  her  the 
Theatre  World  Award.  Her  big  break  came  with  the  Broadway  musical  Canterbury 
Tales,  for  which  she  received  her  first  Tony  Award  nomination  in  1969  as  Best  Sup- 
porting Actress  in  a musical.  Her  second  Tony  Award  nomination  was  for  her  starring 
role  in  the  1971  production  of  The  Boyfriend,  for  which  she  received  the  New  York 
Drama  Desk  Award  and  the  Outer  Critics  Circle  Award.  Ms.  Duncan  earned  Emmy 
nominations  for  her  own  comedy  series.  Funny  Face,  and  for  the  mini-series  Roots. 

She  made  her  Los  Angeles  stage  debut  in  the  Mark  Taper  Lorum  production  of 
Vanities,  for  which  she  received  an  L.  A.  Drama  Critics  nomination.  She  has  had  two 
television  specials  of  her  own,  Sandy  in  Disneyland  and  The  Sandy  Duncan  Special. 

She  also  starred  as  Pinocchio  with  Danny  Kaye  and  as  the  very  first  guest  on  The 
Muppet  Show.  In  1980  Ms.  Duncan  returned  to  Broadway  in  the  title  role  of  Peter 
Pan,  for  which  she  earned  her  third  Tony  nomination.  She  went  on  to  star  at  New 
York’s  Radio  City  Music  Hall  in  5,  6 ,7,  8,  ...Dance!  with  her  husband,  Don  Correia. 
The  Correias  then  starred  in  Tommy  Tune’s  Tony  Award-winning  musical  My  One  and 
Only.  Ms.  Duncan  made  a return  to  television  in  The  Hogan  Family,  and  has  also 
starred  in  the  television  movie  My  Boyfriend’s  Back,  Miracle  on  1-880,  and  an  episode 
of  Law  and  Order.  She  has  lent  her  voice  to  animated  characters  in  the  original  My 
Little  Pony,  The  Fox  and  the  Hound,  Rock-a-Doodle,  and  Swan  Lake.  On  home 
video,  she  appeared  in  the  successful  children’s  series  Barney  and  the  Backyard  Gang 
and  her  own  exercise  video  entitled  The  5-Minute  Workout.  She  has  co-starred  in  the 
stage  play  Love  Letters  with  Perry  King  and  Peter  Londa  and  in  the  musical  I Do! 

I Do!  with  James  Naughton  at  Dallas  Summer  Musicals.  Sandy  Duncan  continues  her 


commitment  to  AIDS  and  children’s  issues  and  is  also  known  as  commercial  spokes- 
person for  Nabisco  Wheat  Thins  and  the  Sylvan  Learning  Center. 

Don  Correia  (on  right)  began  his  professional  performing  career  at  age  sixteen,  as 
the  lead  dancer  on  the  Miss  America  Beauty  Pageant.  After  college  he  moved  to  Las 
Vegas  to  appear  in  an  acrobatic  act  at  the  Follies  Bergere  in  the  Tropicana  Flotel.  He 
subsequently  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  and  immediately  began  appearing  in  many  televi- 
sion specials,  including  The  Irving  Berlin  Special  and  the  Emmy-winning  A Tribute  to 
Richard  Rodgers,  occasionally  dancing  with  his  future  wife,  Sandy  Duncan.  His  other 
television  credits  include  The  Equalizer,  Murder  She  Wrote,  and  Baryshnikov  on 
Broadway  as  well  as  appearances  on  the  Johnny  Carson,  Merv  Griffin,  and  Mike 
Douglas  shows.  In  night  clubs  he  has  worked  with  such  stars  as  Ann-Margret,  Shirley 
MacLaine,  and  Goldie  Hawn.  In  1980  Don  Correia  and  Sandy  Duncan  moved  to  New 
York  to  pursue  Broadway  careers.  There  Mr.  Correia  appeared  in  Singin’  in  the  Rain 
(earning  a Tony  nomination  for  his  performance).  My  One  and  Only,  and  5,  6 ,7,  8, 

. . .Dance!  at  Radio  City  Music  Hall;  he  has  had  featured  roles  in  A Chorus  Line, 
Sophisticated  Ladies,  Perfectly  Frank,  and  Little  Me,  which  won  him  the  Astaire 
Award,  given  each  year  to  the  best  dancer  on  Broadway.  On  tour  he  has  appeared  in 
Oklahoma!,  Gypsy,  You’re  a Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown,  Little  Me,  and  Funny  Girl. 
His  movie  credits  include  Annie  and  My  Stepmother  Is  an  Alien. 

Guy  Stroman  (on  left)  originated  the  role  of  Frankie  in  Forever  Plaid  in  New  York, 
London’s  West  End,  and  in  Los  Angeles,  where  he  won  Best  Acting  awards  from  both 
the  L.A.  Drama  Critics  Circle  and  Drama  League.  He  has  gone  on  to  direct  and  chore- 
ograph several  successful  productions  of  Forever  Plaid  around  the  country.  On  Broad- 
way, Mr.  Stroman  has  been  featured  as  Moodier  in  Peter  Pan  with  Sandy  Duncan  and 
as  Rooster  Hannigan  in  Annie.  In  New  York  and  around  the  country  he  has  starred 
in  the  title  role  of  Barnum,  as  Harold  Hill  in  The  Music  Man,  Elliot  Garfield  in  The 
Good-Bye  Girl,  Seymour  in  Little  Shop  of  Horrors,  Starbuck  in  110  in  the  Shade,  and 
half  the  casts  of  both  Greater  Tuna  and  The  Mystery  of  Irma  Yep.  In  The  Apple  Tree 
he  played  the  snake  opposite  the  Adam  and  Eve  of  Don  Correia  and  Sandy  Duncan. 
Having  made  debuts  at  both  Carnegie  and  Avery  Fisher  Halls,  Guy  Stroman  has  also 
appeared  on  such  recordings  as  Unsung  Sondheim,  Girl  Crazy,  The  Busby  Berkeley 
Album,  the  original  cast  album  of  Forever  Plaid,  and  Aladdin  and  the  Forty  Thieves. 
He  is  also  developing  projects  with  Sandy  Duncan  for  their  production  company, 
Chinaberry  Productions.

Deborah  Henson-Conant 

Deborah  Henson-Conant  began  improvising  on  the 
piano  at  the  age  of  three;  she  tried  several  other  instru- 
ments at  an  early  age,  finally  settling  on  the  harp  in 
college.  She  performed  with  symphony  orchestras  and 
played  in  restaurants  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area, 
then  in  New  York  and  Boston.  While  in  Boston,  she 
switched  to  performing  jazz  and  eventually  formed 
The  Jazz  Harp  Trio  with  a bass  player  and  drum- 
mer. The  trio  was  successful,  performing  regularly  in  the  Boston 
area  and  receiving  nominations  in  the  Boston  Music  Awards  for  Outstanding 
Instrumentalist  and  Outstanding  Jazz  Act.  As  a result  of  a national  television  appear- 
ance with  Charlie  Rose,  Deborah  Henson-Conant  received  a contract  with  GRP 
Records  and  released  three  albums — On  the  Rise,  Caught  in  the  Act,  and  Talking 
Hands.  Now  widely  considered  the  world’s  premier  jazz  harpist,  she  tours  extensively 
in  Europe  and  has  appeared  there  on  BBC  Television,  BBC  Radio  4,  HTV  Television 
(U.K.),  ZDF  (Germany),  World  Monitor,  and  Voice  of  America.  In  this  country  she 
has  appeared  on  CBS  News  Nightwatch,  CNN  Entertainment  News,  NPR  Weekend 
Edition,  the  Joan  Rivers  Show,  and  “Jazz  Central”  and  “Sound  and  Style,”  both  on 
the  Black  Entertainment  Network.  Ms.  Henson-Conant  has  been  a featured  performer 
at  many  festivals  worldwide,  including  the  jazz  festivals  of  Montreal,  Pori  (Finland), 
Amsterdam,  and  Dresden,  the  World  Harp  Festival  in  Cardiff,  Wales,  and  Rencontres 
Internationales  de  Harp  Celtique  in  Dinan,  France.  She  has  presented  workshops  and 
lectures  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music,  Meredith  Corporation,  the  World  Harp  Con- 
gress, and  Nicholls  State  University.  The  recipient  of  many  awards,  Ms.  Henson-Conant 
has  also  received  a Jazz  Study  Grant  from  the  NEA.  Among  her  projects  as  a compos- 
er or  playwright  are  Jazz  Suite,  premiered  with  members  of  the  Scottish  National 
Chamber  Orchestra;  Stress  Analysis  of  a Strapless  Evening  Gown,  for  jazz  harp  and 
string  quartet;  An  Evening  at  the  Breakfast  Table,  a one-act  play  based  on  the  life  and 
works  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes;  The  Golden  Cage,  a one-act  comic  operetta;  and 
Ground  Zero,  a full-length  musical.  Her  most  recent  recordings,  for  Laika  Records, 
include  Naked  Music  and  Just  for  You,  a live  recording  of  her  1994  tour,  with  Wolf- 
gang Diekmann  (bass)  and  Davey  Tulloch  (percussion).  Since  making  her  Boston  Pops 
debut  in  1995,  she  has  performed  with  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony  Pops  and  the  Ohio 
Chamber  Orchestra  and  was  profiled  on  both  CBS  Sunday  Morning  and  NPR’s  “Week- 
end Edition.”

With  his  appointment  as  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  February 
1995  at  the  age  of  35,  Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth  conductor,  but  only 
the  third  to  lead  the  Pops  since  1930,  when  Arthur  Fiedler,  also  35.  began  his 
tenure  with  the  orchestra.  Mr.  Lockhart  was  bom  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York, 
and  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina  and 
Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Before  coining  to 
Boston.  Mr.  Lockhart  served  as  Associate  Conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestras.

At  the 
end  of  the  evening,  tie  a knot  in  the  top  of  the  bag 
and  leave  it  on  the  ground  for  the  clean-up  crew.

The  magic  of  the  American  Musical 
comes  alive  in  tonight's  program  with 
selections  spanning  from  1926  to  1995, 
from  Berlin  to  Mancini,  from  Broadway  to  Hollywood.

Everything's  Coming  Up  Roses  (Gypsy,  1959) 

Music  by  Jule  Styne  & Lyrics  by  Stephen  Sondheim 
Based  on  the  memoirs  of  burlesque  queen,  Gypsy  Rose  Lee, 
which  put  the  focus  on  her  stage-struck  mother,  Ethel  Merman  (in 
her  last  great  role)  brought  the  house  down  nightly  with  this  show 
stopper.  Last  year  when  John  Williams  passed  the  baton  to  Keith 
Lockhart  and  he  stepped  to  the  podium  for  the  first  time,  it  was 
clear  that  "Everything's  Coming  Up  Roses"  for  the  new  conductor.

If  My  Friends  Could  See  Me  Now  (Sweet  Charity,  1966) 
I'm  A Brass  Band 

Music  by  Cy  Coleman  & Lyrics  by  Dorothy  Fields 


Children  of  all  ages  love  the  animated  screen  musicals  that  Disney 
has  been  turning  out  for  decades,  especially  this  mega-hit  from 
1994.  Three  of  its  songs  were  nominated  for  an  Academy  Award 
including  "Circle  of  Life." 


"Sweet  Charity,”  the  Neil  Simon  musical  comedy  starring  Gwen 
Verdon,  John  McMartin  and  Helen  Gallagher  is  based  on  the 
Federico  Fellini  film,  "Night  of  Cabiria."  Juliet  Prowsc  starred  in 
the  1967  London  production.  The  1986  revival  starred  Debbie 
Allen,  Michael  Rupert  and  tonight's  guest  soloist,  Bebc  Neuwirth, 
who  won  a Tony  for  her  portrayal  of  Nickie. 

Le  Jazz  Hot  (Victor/Victoria,  1995) 

Music  by  Henry  Mancini  & Lyrics  by  Leslie  Bricusse 
From  a Blake  Edwards'  musical  starring  Julie  Andrews,  Tony 
Roberts  and  Michael  Nouri  which  is  based  on  Mr.  Edwards'  hit 
1982  film  (starring  Andrews.  Robert  Preston  and  Leslie  Anne 
Warren)  which  in  turn  was  based  on  an  obscure  German  film  of 
1933,  “Viktor  und  Viktoria." 


Seventy-Six  Trombones  ( The  Music  Man.  1 957) 

Music  & Lyrics  by  Meredith  Willson 

This  rousing  hit  song  from  the  Meredith  Willson  pied-piper 
musical  is  a long  time  favorite  of  Boston  Pops  audiences,  a tunc 
arranged  by  Cambridge  native,  Leroy  Anderson,  and  often  used  as 
an  encore.  The  Broadway  and  film  (1962)  versions  starred  Robert 
Preston  in  the  title  role. 

A Couple  of  Song  and  Dance  Men  (Blue  Skies,  1946) 
Music  & Lyrics  by  Irving  Berlin 

Introduced  by  Fred  Astaire  and  Bing  Crosby  in  the  motion  picture 
musical  from  MGM.  Originally,  Crosby  was  to  have  starred  with 
Paul  Draper  who  was,  at  the  last  minute,  replaced  by  Astaire. 


All  That  Jazz  (Chicago,  1975) 

Music  by  John  Kander  & Lyrics  by  Fred  Ebb 
From  the  Broadway  musical  starring  Gwen  Verdon,  Chita  Rivera 
and  Jerry  Orbach.  "All  That  Jazz"  was  later  used  as  the  title  of 
Bob  Fosse's  1979  autobiographical  film. 

Richard  Rodgers  Waltzes 
Arranged  by  Leroy  Anderson 

During  the  period  of  Richard  Rodgers'  major  scores  from  the  late 
'20's  to  the  early  '50's,  waltzes  were  rarely  found  in  Broadway 
scores.  But  Rodgers  loved  writing  waltzes,  and  almost  every  one 
of  his  shows  had  its  captivating,  swinging  waltz  hit  from  "Falling 
in  Love  With  Love"  (The  Boys  from  Syracuse,  1938)  to  "Oh, 
What  A Beautiful  Momin"’  ( Oklahoma . 1943). 

Someone  To  Watch  Over  Me  (Oh.  Kay , 1926) 

Music  by  George  Gershwin  & Lyrics  by  Ira  Gershwin 
Introduced  by  Gertrude  Lawrence  in  her  first  appearance  in  an 
American  musical.  This  song  was  used  as  a recurring  theme  in 
the  non-musical  motion  picture  "John  Loves  Mary"  (1949)  star- 
ring Ronald  Reagan  and  Patricia  Neal;  included  in  the  George 
Gershwin  screen  biography  "Rhapsody  in  Blue”  (also.  1949); 
sung  by  Frank  Sinatra  in  the  motion  picture  musical  "Young  at 
Heart  (1955);  and  most  recently  was  sung  by  Jean  Louisa  Kelly 
in  the  film.  "Mr.  Holland's  Opus"  ( 1 995). 


Singin' in  the  Rain  (Singin'  in  the  Rain,  1952) 

Music  by  Arthur  Freed  & Lyrics  by  Nacio  Herb  Brown 
From  the  motion  picture  musical  starring  Gene  Kelly,  Donald 
O'Connor  and  Debbie  Reynolds.  The  1985  adaptation  for  Broadway 
starred  Don  Correia  and  won  him  a Tony  Award  nomination.  The 
score  for  the  film  was  made  up  of  songs  that  were  standards  of  the 
day. 

Never  Never  Land  (Peter  Pan.  1954) 

Music  by  Jule  Styne  & Lyrics  by  Betty  Comden  and 
Adolph  Green. 

Introduced  by  Mary  Martin  in  the  Broadway  musical  production 
and  sung  by  Sandy  Duncan  in  the  1980  revival  earning  her  a third 
Tony  Award  nomination.  This  is  one  of  two  Styne  songs  which 
are  the  composer's  own  favorites.  The  other  is  "Just  in  Time." 


1812  Overture 

Peter  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky 

This  traditional,  crowd-pleasing  finale  to  the  Fourth  of  July 
Esplanade  concert  was  conceived  by  Tchaikovsky  to  be  per- 
formed in  a public  square  in  front  of  a cathedral  and  to  utilize  a 
colossal  orchestra,  massed  choirs  and  salvos  of  artillery.  The 
Overture  prominently  employs  both  the  Russian  national  anthem 
and  the  old  Russian  hymn,  "God.  Preserve  Thy  People,"  and  uses 
themes  from  other  Russian  folk  songs.  This  original  choral  ver- 
sion is  being  performed  on  the  Esplanade  for  the  first  time  tonight.

Did  you  know  that  three  of  the  Patriotic  Sing  Along  tunes  in 
tonight's  program  have  an  American  Musical  history,  too? 

God  Bless  America 

Written  by  Irving  Berlin  in  1918  fora  production  number  in  an  all- 
soldiers  show  called  "Yip,  Yip  Yaphank,"  it  was  never  used  until 
Armistice  Day  1938,  when  Kate  Smith  asked  Berlin  for  a patriotic 
song  for  her  radio  show.  She  had  exclusive  performing  rights  without 
remuneration,  in  1939  the  “God  Bless  America  Fund"  was  created 
and  all  proceeds  from  the  song  were  donated  to  the  Boy  and  Girl 

You're  A Grand  Old  Flag 

George  M.  Cohan  wrote  this  song  for  the  1906  musical,  "George 
Washington,  Jr.,''  and  later  sang  it  in  his  first  talking  picture,  "The 
Phantom  President"  (1932.)  However,  it  is  best  known  for  James 
Cagney's  presentation  in  the  screen  biography  of  Cohan,  "Yankee 
Doodle  Dandy." 

Yankee  Doodle 

The  most  popular  song  in  the  American  colonics,  author  unknown 
(c  1765).  In  1767,  "Yankee  Doodle"  was  included  in  an  early 
American  comic  opera,  "The  Disappointment  of  Andrew  Barton.” 
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Special  Events  Group,  Inc. 
is  a non-profit  organization  which 
founded  the  Fourth  of  July 
Esplanade  Event  in  1974. 
Among  the  services  provided 
by  Special  Events  Group  each 
year  are  the  fireworks,  barges, 
portable  rest  rooms,  sound  system, 
complimentary  programs, 
and  overall  coordination. 
Special  Events  Group  is  funded  by 
The  David  G.  Mugar  Foundation. 
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
